OF THE 


STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


To His Excellency Robert Lowry, Governor of the State of Mis- 
sissippi. . 

In conformity with the law imposed upon the Trustees, to 
convey through the Governor to the State Legislature the 
true and actual condition of the State Lunatic Asylum, we 
have the honor to report as follows: 

That the affairs of the Institution have been carefully con- 
ducted, and the welfare of the wards of the State jealously 
guarded. 

It has been our aim 10 expend the appropriation with econ- 
omy and care, and to procure for the unfortunates within the 
home furnished by the liberality of our people, alt things 
conducive to their comfort, and it is graufying to our Board 
to express to you that we have succeeded in doing so within 
the means at our command. 

The financial exhibit presented by the Steward and accom- 
panying this report, will show under their different headings 
the amounts disbursed, and great care has been taken to pro- 
cure the best food and raiment for the patients at lowest market 
rates, and consequently our per capita expenditure ranks lower 
than almost any similar institution in tbe country. (For a 
tabulated statement of expenditures of other institutions, as 
compared with ours, we would respectfully call your attention 
to Dr. Mitchell’s report. 

Tie recommendation made by our Superintendent for im- 
provements to preserve the buildings from the inroads of time 
and decay, are fully endorsed by this Board, and we feel in 
duty bound to ask your Excellency for suggestions to the 
Legislature in that direction. i 

The system of lighting by coal-oil an edifice surrounded by’ 
so many dangers from all sides, cannot be too strongly cont- 
demned; we shndder in anticipation at the horror consequent 
upon any accident which might occur at any moment, and 
whereby hundreds of lives and thousands of dollars” worth of 
property might be destroyed, 

The Legislature has been petitioned by this and previous 
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Boards to remedy this evil, and we trust that you may coop- 
erate with us and enlist the kind consideration of the next 
Legislature to make the much needed change. 

Gas or electric light in this modern age should be substituted. 

Of no less importance is a plentiful and healthful supply of 
water. Our Superintendent is wide-awake to this deficiency, 
and we desire to impress upon your mind that we are in full 
accord with him on this subject, and hope to have your co-op- 
eration, and would like to see his recommendations and sug- 
gestions duly considered. 

We deem it our duty as well as our pleasure to bear testi. 
mony to the great efficiency and administrative capacities of 
Dr. Mitchell. Under his management the institution is well 
governed and the patients scientifically treated, are shown 
every kindness and their surroundings made as agreeable as 
possible. In his arduous labors he is ably assisted by Dr. 
MeWillie, who, ‘with kindness of heart, combines the very 
attributes so essentially necessary to a man oceupying his po- 
sition. The State is to be congratulated upon having such 
trusty and well informed gentlemen at the head of the finest 
and largest institution of the State, and the people by whose 
liberal support it is maintained can be satisfied that their in- 
terest is well guarded, f 

Mr. McGill, as Steward of the Asylum, the right man in the 
right place, has occupied his position for a number of years, to 
the satisfaction of all ingoing and outgoing Boards. He bas 
acquired in his long connection with the Asylum everything 
that can possibly be attained by long experience, and is fully 
alive to all that can be of service or benefit to the inner and 
outer management of this vast household : always at his post of 
duty, and honest and straight-forward in the management of 
affairs, 

The farms attached to the institution, comprising many 
hundred acres and under the control of Mr. S. R. Smith, have 
proven a success in every way: the productions are equal to 
the best in the country, and our exhibits at State Fairs have 
always been awarded unstinted praise and have placed Mr. 
Smith in the foremost ranks of the agriculturists of the State. 

We have fine cattle—both thoroughbred and graded—raised 
on the ground, and our dairy furnishes quite a quantity of 
products for the patients. 

In conclusion, the Board of Trustees desires to express to 
His Excellency thanks for the courtesy shown them at their 
meetings presided over by him, and to the Secretary of the 
Board for prompt attention and efficient service.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


OF THE 


MISSISSIPPI STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


To the Board of Trustees. 


As the time tor our biennial report has rolled around, it now 
becomes our duty to report through you to the Legislature the 
operations of our institution for the past two years, and for 
these facts refer you to the annual statistics. At this time Iam 
gratified to report that the health of our household is good 
and that we have a fairnumber of recoveries to report, more 
especially so when we reflect that in our State it frequently 
happens that our people are exceedingly tardy in their appli: 
cation for the admission of their friends, and much prefer to 
try all expedients rather than allow them to go to an asylum. 
Having confidence generally in their family physician, they 
will first try him, and if he fails to bring relief they will adopt 
a do-nothing policy rather than have their friends placed in an 
asylum. Pride, again, deters many, and for this reason they 
will keep their friends at home so long without any medical 
care that when they are finally convinced that they have been 
yielding to a false sentiment, find it too late for their friends to 
derive any benefit from asylum treatment. It is rare that we 
receive patients until several months after it is evident that 
their minds are unbalanced. Could this be otherwise, the 
results in asylums from treatment would be far more encour- 
aging than those which we ordinarily have to report. Many 
persons believe that specifies for insanity are used in asylums, 
and unless their friends are subjected to a constant dosaze of 
medicines, that the physicians are not discharging their duty, 
and this even sometimes obtains with some physicians who 
believe that medicine is the only thing which will benefit the 
insane. While this to a certain extent is true, there ate many 


things brought to bear upon the life of the patients from which. 


We expect to derive benefit. The moral and general treatment 
at asylums is such, ordinarily, that the physicians and attend- 
ants soon win the confidence of the patients, and when this 
Shall have been secured there are many ways by which you can 
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hope to improve the mental state of the patient. Many unac 
quainted with lunatic asylums think that they are really mad 
houses, and can scarcely believe when passing through the 
corridors that its inmates are the unfortunate wards of the 
State, and the question is often asked, “Where do you keep 
your maniacs?’ The more we seeof the insaue, the more we 
are impressed with the idea that a strong will can frequently 
call into operation the normal functions of the unsound brain, 
provided firmness and a pleasant manner are employed as the 
instruments. If such were not the case, how could we account 
for the methodical training which is exhibited in ali well-regu- 
lated asylums, and with rare exceptions the patients are soon 
discivlined and learn in the main to conduct themselves fairly 
well. Buta few years ago the large majority of the Superin- 
tendents of American asylums were loath to believe that an 
insane household could be controlled without a thorough 
equipment for restraint, believing, unless supplied with this 
mechanical outfit, that great means of control and cure had 
been denied them; but how wonderful the change in the past 
decade, and now in almost all well-governed asylums scarcely 
a monument remains of what was formerly considered a sine 
qua non for the successful management of an insane institu. 
tion. Although an advocate of non restraint as far asis prac- 
ticable, I believe there are cases where some form of restraint 
is indispensable both for protection and security of the pa. 
tients as well as the attendants. When benefit is evident, we do 
not feel that our convictions in favor of non-restraint should 
deter us from the use of it; hence we are compelled sometimes 
to adopt mechanical means, although exceedingly repugnant 
to our feelings. It is true, that to carry out this humane 
policy to its fullest extent requires more help than the majority 
of administrations of asylums are willing to allow, and we do 
not think, from the ward help generally furnished in South- 
ern institutions, that we can ever altogether dispense with some 
form of mechanical restraint; but sufficient has already been 
accomplished to demonstrate a most thorough revolution in the 
management of the insane. 

The general health of our institution has been greatly im- 
proveil since the renovation of our sewage system. and could 
we have had an abundance of water since this change, think 
our mortality would have been decidedly less; but even with 
this great lack of water the death-rate for the past two years 
shows much more favorably than during the same period since 
Y have been in charge. While this great change in our mor- 
tality may be merely a coincidence, I incline greatly to the opin- 
ion that it is due to the improvement in the sewage. Owing 
to the extfeme drought of the past year our usual water supply 
was exhausted early in the summer, and on- this account were 
forced to resort to temporary measures which proved totally 
inadequate, and were finally compelled to expend about a 
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thousand dollars to secure piping that we could attach to a pond 
a quarter of a mile distant. Since this piping was attached. our 
supply has been ample. To depend, however, on. surface 
water,for the maintenance of a supply for a large institution, is 
an uncertain method, since so many causes contribute to cut 
this supply short. As this is the case, I would suggest that the 
Legislature, in view of the many public buildings over which 
it has guardianship, would co-operate with the city of Jackson 
for a system of water-works, which, if done, would afford an 
ample supply for this place and offer great protection to public 
property. 

In the absence of water and a safe mode for lighting the 
building, we consider that we have been truly fortunate, inas- 
much as thus far we have escaped the accidents incident to 
fire. In every report made, supplemented by the same reque 
from my predecessor, I have called the attention of the Leg- 
islature to this want. Believing this improvement to be of such 
importance [hope that you will not fail to give emphasis to the 
same in your report to the Governor. While a change to 
electricity or gas would involve a considerable expense for the 
plant, and some additional annual increase for lighting, it 
would, indepeüdently of the great security we would have, 

‘afford the cheapest security for the protection of so valuable a 
property, Whilediscussing our wants I find this the proper 
place to invite your attention to the repairs necessary for 
the protection of the building. Owing to leaks in the roofing 
many of the wards are in a bad condition, and unless the causes 
bringing about this result are soon attended to there will neces- 
sarily be required a heavy outlay to place the building in good 
repair. The fund allowed (a thousand dollars) is inade- 
quate to keep up the ordinary repairs for an edifice of such 
dimensions. Besides this improvement the main building is in 
great need of paint; not having been painted exteriorly for 
nearly nine years. To do this would not require a large ex- 
penditure if material was furnished and the work done by day 
laborers, overlooked by a competent supervisor. 

As there still seems to be a demand for additional asylum 
room for the accommodation of those now in jails and at home, 
1 would suggest that the cottage system be adopted. It is now 
being adopted in some of the States, and as far as my observa- 
tion extends, it is growing in popularity, uniting as it does 
great economy with a more home-like eare-for the quiet and 
harmless insane. That we have many drafts on the treasury of 
this State is undeniable, and I fear we will continue to have 
them more frequently and for larger amounts than we desire, 
but this is measurably unavoidable, as we have in the South social 
distinctions which compel us to duplicate almost all our educa- 
tional and benevolent institutions. The provisions made for 
the colored insane in our State is totally inadequate, and in be- 
half of this class, I suggest that some steps be taken to give them 
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additiona: room, In this institution we have but two wards 
appropriated to the colored, and in these we have a hun- 
dred patients, being twice the number that should be placed in 
so limited a space. In putting such a number in such narrow 
limits we not only endanger the health of the whole household 
by such a flagrant violation of the laws of health, but decid- 
edly lessen the chances of good results expected from hospital 
treatment. We deem it quite important that the Legislature give 
heed to these suggestions, and give some additional room, though 
it be of the rudest nature. Two of the States, viz: Virginia 
ana North Carolina, have deemed it best to have the white and 
colored entirely separated, and hence have asylums built for 
the separate accommodation of both colors. This radical 
change I would not now suggest; for our State has already in- 
curred in late years a heavy expense in behalt of our educational 
and benovelent institutions, and inasmuch as cheap accommo- 
dations can be supplied at either asylum, think it unwise to 
erect a new asylum for the colored. 

In addition to the recommendations already made, I would 
suggest some changes in the law in regard to the commitment 
oi patients. The Trustees of this Asylum have for a long 
time recognized two modes by which patients might be ad- 
mitted, the one by a “Jury Inquest,” and the other by a form 
prescribed by them, for which they think they have a warrant 
in law, but as there seems to be doubts in regard to this form, 
I think it wise to have the meauing of the statute defined by the 
law-making power. The form in use at this Asylum is plain, 
simple and effective, and is the same adopted by the most of 
the States; in fact is the one recommended by the Association 


of Superintendents of Insane Asylums. At the Eastern insane 


Asylum, they recognize but one form, and this is the writ ‘‘de 
lunatico inquirendo.” To commit by this latter form is not only 
more expensive, but unsatistactory in many respects, as it both 
invades the sanctity of private lite, and totally ignores the his- 
tory of the case. In our State, in jury inquisitions, no medical 
testimony is requireu, and as insanity is a disease, the decision 
of which should at least rest on some medical testimony, think it 
unjust to the defendant that bis personal liberty should be 
decided by six laymen. It a question of law were to be deter- 
mined would one untutored in the law be made its expounder ? 
Of course not. Then why should a medical question be deter- 
mined by parties who have no knowledge of the art? On the 
contrary, the decision in these cases should at least be deter- 
mined by some medical testimony, and the best in the district 
in which the party lives should be secured. You will thus see 
that the plan now operated by this Asylum unites every advan- 
tage, and should, thereiore, take precedence of the other, its 
advantages not being limited to accuracy of diagnosis, but is 
far cheaper and does not publish the unpleasant incidents of 
private life.

As the insane have but few pleasures, I think it would be 
wise if the Legislature would allow you to subscribe for the. 
county journals; and although this would increase somewhat 
our expenditures, it could not be placed in competition with 
the results attending this liberality. While there are many 
who take no interest in reading, there are others who do, and 
derive both profit and pleasure from this recreation. Had wea 
a sufficient number of newspapers, we could the better make an 
effort to encourage a taste for reading, and diversion of this 
kind we consider physic for the insane, and as such should not 
be withheld. It would be more just to subscribe for these 
journals than to have them sent as a charity to the State, 
which can better afford this indulgence than individuals, more 
especially when this policy is recognized more as an adjunct to 
the treatment of the insane than as a luxury. Many of 
the State publishers have for many years placed us 
ander obligations for their daily and weekly remembrances, 
and I now think a reciprocity of this courtesy would be becom- 
ing. I trust that this cheap indulgence may be allowed to the 
asylums; and if so we can set apart a reading-room which will 
assuredly bring both profit and pleasure. 

The maintenance appropriation for the past biennial period 
has been sufficient for the comfortable support of the inmates, 
but to get along on so smalla per capita expense required 
judicious management on the part of the Steward and Trustees, 
Presuming that prices for the next two years will be about the 
same as in the past two, I will only ask for the same support as 
given for the last corresponding period, and believe this amount 
Will be allowed, especially as our estimates heretofore have 
been invariably favorably responded to. Appended to this 
report you will find the per capita expense of eighty asylums, 
collected by the St. Louis Insane Asylum; and from this you 
will see that in economy we are exceeded but by two or three. 

As regards our agricultural products, we are gratified to state 
that both the field and horticultural products have given fair 
results. We have quite a herd of graded cattle, amounting to 
about one hundred and thirty, in addition to this number we 
have seven or eight thoroughbred Jersey cows, whose purity 
of blood we are endeavoring to perpetuate; of hogs we have 
about eighty, embracing all ages, and of these there are some 
of rare excellence. 

For an itemized account of the expenditures, I invite your 
attention to the Steward’s report, and for the ward results you 
are referred to that of the Matron. 

At this time we have our complement of.attendants and 
employees, and since my administration believe at no time 
have they ever been more prompt and faithful in the discharge 
of their respective duties than at present. 

Dr. Me Willie, my assistant, whose health was so feeble last 
Winter, returned from the North in the early spring very much 
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improved, and since then has been quite able to attend well 
to his medical duties, and am gratified to state that thus far 
has stood the winter unusually well. 

To the publisbers of the following journals are we under 
obligations for courtesies, viz; State Ledger, Clarion, New Mis. 
sissippian, Democrat-Star, Brookhaven Leader, - Deaf and 
Dumb Voice, Brandon Republican, Meridian News, Subsoiler- 
and-Democrat, Greenville Times, Natchez Democrat, Vicksburg 
Herald, Oxford Falcon, Yazoo Herald, and Carthagenian. In 
addition we are placed under obligations for a “large box of 
miscellaneous literature to Dr. W. Hillman, of Clinton. To 
Gov. Lowry, ex-officio President of our Board, are we under 
obligations for wise counsel, united with an earnest desire 
that our institution be so conducted as to inspire our people 
and the patrons with confidence that their friends will be com- 
fortably cared for. To our Trustees we are indebted for not 
only many courtesies, but an apparent confidence in our wish 
to acquit ourselves with both fidelity to the State and kindness 
to the inmates,
